The remodel- 
ing will eliminate common bath- 
rooms and create commons or multi- 
purpose rooms,” Redd said. 

“We will be adding a covered bicy- 
cle storage area. The end stairwells 
will be enclosed for security reasons 
and to make the building more en- 
ergy efficient,” Redd said. 

Jon Pavlicek, 24, a senior in his- 
tory from Tonopah, Nev., said “It’s 
something that is needed, that’s for 
sure.

Academic ‘hit list’ rumor 
untrue, provost assures

If you believe what’s been churning out of the BYU 
rumor mill lately, then you'll buy the story that the admin- 
istration has an academic hit list of professors the Board of 


Trustees wants investigated and that 
Provost Bruce Hafen confirmed the 
list’s existence. 

However, don’t believe everything 
you hear. 

Just like the rumor which had 
BYU’s female sociology professors 
praying to their Mother in Heaven at a 
meeting in Salt Lake City with the 
First Presidency, the current scuttle- 
butt over some type of administrative 
inquisition is far from the truth. 

Referring to the rumor, Hafen said, 
“No, we have not been given a letter 
listing faculty members to be investi- 
gated.” 


In this case, the customary procedure of the Board of 
Trustees funneling complaints from the public to BYU 
administrators turned into a sort of hit list of professors 
the board wanted investigated. Hafen said the adminis- 
tration did receive a letter about a professor, but it didn’t 
originate with the Board of Trustees and was only “passed 
down from the board,” as is normal procedure. 

Hafen said when a professor gives a talk or writes in the 
public eye, people sometimes write to the Board of 
Trustees and complain. He said those complaints are 
passed along to BYU administrators. BYU then passes 


Lawlibrary 
will expand, 
starting in 95

Construction for a wrap-around ad- 
dition to the J. Reuben Clark Law 
Library is tentatively scheduled to 
begin in 1995, said Constance Lund- 
berg, associate dean and library di- 
rector of the law school. 

The library addition will include 
space to expand library collections 
and place computer terminals, group 
study areas and a computer training 
area. The project is projected to be 
finished in 1997 and will wrap around 
the north, east, and west sides of the 
law building. 

“We looked at going underground, 
but there really isn’t a place because 
of utility lines,” Lundberg said. 

“There’s also the advantage of 
avoiding the disruption of parking, al- 
though that’s not the principle reason 
we did it.” 

The law library now has about 
325,000 volumes, 200,000 of which are 
hard copies. Maximum volume capac- 
ity was reached in 1989 and the li- 
brary was forced to take some of them 
off the shelves. These books were 
chosen because they were available 
from other sources. 

Compact shelving that moves up 
and down on a track has also been in 
use for several years in order to meet 
space needs. 

“You get more than three times as 
much on the same floor space, but you 
can only use one-sixth of the books at 
one time and that is a problem,” 
Lundberg said. 

“Compact shelving was designed 
for long-term storage, but we don’t 
have any materials we aren’t actively 
using,” Lundberg said. 

Lundberg said law libraries are the 
“heart and soul of legal education.” 
For this reason, the law library must 
stay open during construction. 

“If we close the library down, the 
whole school will have to close down,” 
Lundberg said. “Law students live in 
the library.” 

“We have to stay functional. We 
have no choice,” she said. Conse- 
quently, the library addition is “a ba- 
sic design which enables us to keep in 
business.” 

Lundberg said an addition to the 
library has been in the planning 
stages for more than seven years. 

Lundberg said the BYU law school 
is one of three law schools in the na- 
tion that have individual carrels for 
each student. The universities of Ore- 
gon and Houston have assigned car- 
rels, but they are in separate study 
halls. 

“As far as I know, BYU is the only

sory boards.” 

When a request for information or 
an interview arrives, the state official 
involved notifies the department 
press aide, who faxes the request to 
the governor’s press office. The re- 
quest is then considered by Schaefer 
or his aides.

Rumors abound at most institutions, but the idea of 
professors being investigated excited many faculty mem- 
bers and even drew the attention of the Associated Press. 
In fact, many professors believe rumors have been on the 


increase at BYU since academic free- 
dom issues hit the headlines. 

In the past 11 months, the First Pres- 
idency has issued its statement critical 
of participation in unofficial symposia. 
BYU sociology professors wrote to 
President Lee that they fear intimida- 
tion from Church leaders and the uni- 
versity released its proposed academic 
freedom statement. “I think that the 
discussion about the academic freedom 
statement gives rise to (rumors),” 
Hafen said. 

The rumors are also having a definite 
impact on those professors who hear 
they’re on the “hit list.” 


As one professor told The Universe, “I’ve heard the 
rumors, but the administration has said nothing to me. I 
really wish we had a clear avenue of communication here. 
You feel closed off when these kinds of things filter down 
from your friends and you have no confirmation from the 


And if BYU administrators have their wish, the new 
academic freedom statement and procedural document, 
still under review, will provide a clear avenue of communi- 
cation for professors concerned about their academic free-

Egypt key state in Rabin’s peace effort 


CAIRO, Egypt — Pushing forward with his efforts to speed up Mideast 
peacemaking, Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin paid a lightning visit to 
Egypt on Tuesday for three hours of talks with President Hosni Mubarak. 

The trip underscored the urgency Rabin attaches to resuscitating the U.S.- 
brokered peace effort and the role Egypt can play as the only Arab state at 
peace with Israel. 

Replying to a question, Mubarak said Rabin invited him to Israel, and he 
accepted. He mentioned no date. 

Mubarak has not visited Israel since assuming the presidency in 1981 
following the assassination of Anwar Sadat. 

Breaking the ice that had built up during Yitzhak Shamir’s right-wing 
premiership, Rabin was the first Israeli prime minister to visit since 1986. He 
came just eight days after taking office with a promise of a more moderate, 
pragmatic approach to peacemaking. 

His visit capped a week of diplomatic activity in which Rabin invited Arab 
leaders to Jerusalem, temporarily curtailed Jewish settlement construction in 
the occupied territories and played host to U.S. Secretary of State James A. 
Baker III. 

Rabin, a'70-year-old former general, and Mubarak, a 64-year-old former air 
force chief, fought several wars before Sadat journeyed to Jerusalem in 1977 to 
make peace. 


Bosnia, Croatia sign pactto fight Serbs 


‘SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — The presidents of Bosnia Herze- 
govina and Croatia signed an agreement late Tuesday pledging to fight to- 
gether to expel Serb forces from their republics, should world peace efforts 
fail. 

It represented a formalization of the sometimes shaky alliance of Croats and 
Muslims that emerged in Bosnia when the two ethnic groups voted for inde- 
pendence from Yugoslavia on Feb. 29. That vote touched off a war with Serbs 
opposed to secession. 

Presidents Franjo Tudjman of Croatia and Alija Izetbegovic of Bosnia 
signed Tuesday’s accord in Zagreb, Croatia. It established diplomatic rela- 
tions and provided for dual nationality. 

Izetbegovic and a Bosnian government delegation flew out of their besieged 
capital’s airport during one of two brief periods Tuesday that the runway was 
open for relief flights. 


Economy improving, Greenspan insists 


WASHINGTON — Federal Reserve Chair Alan Greenspan insisted Tues- 
day that the U.S. economy was more than halfway through a painful effort to 
redress the debt excesses of the 1980s. 

Greenspan said unemployment would not show significant declines until 
next year and insisted that growth should turn upward, although the overall 
economy probably only managed around a 2 percent growth rate in the 
just-concluded April-June quarter. 

That would represent a slowdown from the 2.7 percent rate turned in during 
the first three months of the year. 

Greenspan conceded that the big jump in the unemployment rate over the 
past two months to an eight-year high of 7.8 percent had caught the Fed by 
surprise. Asked whether the rate could climb above 8 percent before starting 
to go down, Greenspan said, “I certainly hope not.” 


Mafia strikes backs as Italy tightens up 


PALERMO, Sicily — Mourners heckled and mobbed Italy’s president and 
national police chief at Tuesday’s funeral for the five bodyguards killed in a 
bomb blast with the country’s top anti-Mafia investigator. 

The assassination of Judge Paolo Borsellino and then in May his close 
associate Judge Giovanni Falcone, delivered a one-two punch to the govern- 
ment’s battle against organized crime. 

The Sicilian Mafia and its cousins, the Neapolitan Camorra and the Cal- 
abrian ’ndrangheta, have been rapidly extending their tentacles north to 
Italy’s industrial and financial center. 

The two assassinations seemed to be the Mafia’s way of proclaiming to Rome 
that it feels strong enough to strike the state’s finest servants at will. 

Borsellino had his limbs blown off by a car bomb blast Sunday outside his 
mother’s home. The powerful bombing also killed the five police escorts. 

In an apparent snub at the state, Borsellino’s family has decided on a private 
funeral later this week.

BYU student discovers 
the non-media Quayle

Learning about government, gain- 
ing political experience and getting 
acquainted with Vice President 
Quayle were some high- © _ 
lights of BYU student Joe 
Kerry’s internship in Wash- 
ington, D.C., last spring. 

Kerry, a senior in political 
science from Southhampton, 
N.J., served an internship 
for 12 weeks in Quayle’s of- 
fice in Washington. “I didn’t 
receive any academic credit 
for it, but I did gain a lot of 
experience,” Kerry said. 

Kerry worked on Quayle’s Council 
of Competitiveness, a council that re- 
viewed new government regulations 
and measured their impact on busi- 
ness and industry. “We worked with 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency in researching the debate 
over the spotted owl and logging reg- 
ulations — things of that nature,” he 
said. 

As an intern, Kerry was able to 
meet President Bush and work with 
Quayle. “My interaction with Quayle 
was quite limited, but I would see 
him and speak with him in meetings 
and when he was around the office. 
We talked a little bit about BYU and 
he was very aware of the Cougars.”

Kerry said Quayle is bright, articu- 
late and funny. “He’s a very sharp 
man. The way the press conveys him 
to the public is very inaccurate, and I 
feel he receives an undeserved pound- 
ing by the media,” he said. 

- Kerry said the media and 
the Republican Party use 
Quayle as a_ scapegoat. 
“Quayle is assigned to do the 
things the president can’t do. 
He is also required to work 
with the media and present 
certain views and_philoso- 
phies of the Republicans. For 
example, the — statement 
Quayle made about Murphy 
Brown was a planned state- 
ment that the vice president was as- 
signed to make,” Kerry said. 

Kerry said the most important 
thing he learned while working in 
Washington was that the govern- 
ment is not run by elected officialsbut 
by career bureaucrats. 

He said Washington is a title soci- 
ety. “Once I had to have thousands of 
copies of a form letter made and we 
needed the copies immediately. The 
printer said the soonest they could be 
finished was in two days. I mentioned 
they were for the vice president’s of- 
fice and suddenly the copies were 
completed in two hours,” Kerry said. 

Kerry said his experience in Wash- 
ington was positive. 


English classes offered 
by Provo missionaries

Unbeknownst to many, there is 
more than the commitment pattern to 
learn from several Provo missionar- 
ies. 

Four Provo missionaries will be of- 
fering classes for anyone who wants 
to learn and improve their English. 

The idea for the classes was insti- 
gated by Andy Hsieh, a member of 
the elders quorum of the Asian Ward. 
“I’m an international student, and I 
know the problems of working 
through the language and cultural 
barriers,” Hsieh said. 

According to Elder Todd Earnest, 
one of the four teaching missionaries, 
the classes will be taught with five 
main points of emphasis: pronuncia- 
tion, vocabulary building, reading, 
conversation and listening compre- 
hension. There will be beginning, in- 
termediate and advanced classes to 
help accommodate the different levels 
of people interested in taking the 
classes. 

“The other elders were called as 
Spanish-speaking missionaries, so 
there will be an opportunity for 

{Spanish speakers to get help with 
their English as well as members of 
the Asian ward and anyone else who 
wants help,” Elder Earnest said. 

“Several members of our ward 
Specifically expressed the desire for 
help with their English. The main 
purpose of the classes was to assist 
those members of our ward that need 
help, but they can help anyone who 
wants to learn,” said Bishop Rhee 

Honam of the Asian Ward. 
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“It will also be a good opportunity 
for non-members to be introduced to 
the Church,” Hsieh said. According 
to Elder Earnest several members of 
the community in their mission who 
aren’t LDS are attending. 

“There are many members that 
come to BYU and have a difficult time 
with the language and the expres- 
sions. We want to help those students 
so they can learn to communicate well 
and improve their English,” Honam 
said. “It’s kind of a service project.” 

Hsieh said the classes will be a trial 
run for four months with the possibil- 
ity of similar classes being held later 
in Fall and Winter semesters. “Peo- 
ple can join the classes at any time 
during the four month duration,” he 
said. 

Honam said there has never been 
any sort of language classes offered 
that are similar to this project. 
«here weren’t very many people: 
in attendanceson Saturday, but-we 
hope that anyone who hears about the 
class from their friends, or someone 
else, and wants to come will not hesi- 
tate.

GRAMA will help 
_ public, government 
access to records 


Elsewhere in today’s Universe is a 
wire story about the governor of Mary- 
land imposing a gag order on state em- 
ployees. 

It normally doesn’t take long before 
most decision makers wish they could ex- 
clude the press from their midsts. Re- 
porters can be abrasive, intrusive, ill- 
mannered and rude in their pursuit of 
information. 

They can also be inaccurate, stupid, 
accusatory and biased. Some reporters 
have agendas, sometimes hidden and 
sometimes not. Some reporters believe 
their role is to be cynical - suspecting 
everyone of base motivation - instead of 
skeptical - insisting on evidence and veri- 
fication before going to press. 

It’s no wonder the Maryland governor 
wants to be able to run his state without 
such unpleasant scrutiny. 

However, the governor is in a fix. 

Private organizations and businesses 
have the right to operate away from the 
public gaze and media buffeting. 

But in the public sector elected and 
appointed officials have a responsibility 
to keep the public informed of their deci- 
sions and considerations. 

In 1950 Supreme Court Justice Felix 
Frankfurter observed, “One of the pre- 
rogatives of American citizenship is the 
right to criticize public men and mea- 
sures - that means not only informed and 
responsible criticism but the right to 
speak foolishly and without moderation.” 

After many years of confusing, capri- 
cious and conflicting regulations govern- 
ing public access to information.in Utah, 
the state legislature last year passed the 


Government Records Access and Man- 
agement Act. The act, known by the 
acronym GRAMA, was refined and clari- 
fied during the 1992 legislative session 
and went into effect at the first of this 
month. 

GRAMA is good legislation. It codifies 
previously inconsistent policies and will 
help government administrators know 
how to handle requests for information. 
It will also help the public know what is 
going on in its behalf. 

With exceptions spelled out in certain 
circumstances, such as matters of pri- 
vacy and real estate purchases, GRAMA 
has firmly established that taxpayers in 
Utah have a right to know what their 
government is doing. 

The Universe lauds the Utah legisla- 
ture for strongly embracing that First 
Amendment principle and the Utah 
chapter of the Society of Professional 
Journalists for encouraging and helping 
design the legislation. 

With such legislation in place, hope- 
fully we can avoid the degree of frustra- 
tion the Maryland governor must have 
felt to issue his ill-advised gag order.

One of its team members, American-born javelin 
thrower Tom Petranoff was left off the list of en- 
tries submitted to the IOC, apparently for political 
reasons. Black team officials reportedly are upset 
that he took part in a “rebel” tour of South Africa in 
1989 as an American. 

South Africa was almost minus-two, but ZolaP 
Pieterse, the former Zola Budd, says she will com- 
pete in the 3,000-meter run. She almost backed out 
because of a health scare, but her manager, Brian 
Levine, said in Johannesburg that she feels much 
better after undergoing tests and taking some vita-

Club improves image of Colombia 


For example, in 1990, drug lords killed several presi- 
dential candidates and acted violently to disrupt the 
presidential elections, which were held despite their ef- 
forts. 

Meneses said although violence exists in some large 
cities of Colombia, it is not as common as the media 
portrays. The cartels “are not endangering our govern- 
ment or our economy,” Meneses said. “Our economy and 
our people are not supported by drugs.” 

Meneses said coffee, not drugs, is the most prominent 
export out of Colombia. A Culturgram published by the 
David M. Kennedy Center for International Studies indi- 
cates coffee accounts for 30 percent of all exports from 
Colombia, with fresh cut flowers and bananas also being 
strong exports.. More than 90 per¢ént? of ‘the world’s 
emeralds are mined in Colombia. 

“The Colombian Government and economy are very 
stable,” Meneses said. 

Meneses said she considers herself American, yet also 
Colombian. 

“T am Americanized, but I am very Colombian. I’ve 
made sure to keep my roots by studying and visiting 
Colombia,” Meneses said. 

“T love my people. I love their warmth, their music and 
their culture. I love the United States, but I don‘t know if 
I’ll be here forever,” Meneses said.

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Communications Department reaccredited

Brigham Young University’s Com- 
munications Department was re- 
cently awarded reaccreditation by 
the Accrediting Council on Education 
in Journalism and Mass Communica- 
tions. 

This association is a national ac- 
crediting body located at the Univer- 
sity of Kansas, said David P. Forsyth, 
chair of BYU’s communications de- 
partment. AEJMC lists 390 journal- 
ism and communications schools and 
departments, mostly in the United 
States. Of these, 94 are accredited by 
AEJMC. 

Forsyth said BYU conducted an 
extensive self-study of its Communi- 
cations Department before present- 
ing the results to AEJMC. The self- 
study enables AEJMC to have some 
background information on what they 
will be reviewing before accreditation 
or reaccreditation takes place. 

AEJMC visited BYU in November 
1990 for three days after receiving the 
self-study and met with all faculty 
members and the administration, 
Forsyth said. During their stay AE- 
JMC saw three areas that the Com- 
munications Department needed 
work on: 

@ Involve more multi-cultural peo- 
ple within its program (affirmative 
action plan). 

@ Provide access for student intern- 
ships in communications. 

@ Continue to have students ac- 
quire a minimum of 75 percent of their 
courses in classes other than commu- 
nications, with no fewer than 70 per- 
cent of the classes in basic liberal arts 
and general education. 

An internship/job placement de- 
partment was established specifically 
within the Communications Depart- 
ment with Edwin O. Haroldsen, a for- 
mer chair of the department, as the 
head. 

“One of the reasons we feel it is so 
important is that students can get 
professional experience while they 
are taking their classes,” Forsyth 
said. Forsyth said the internship de- 
partment enables students to fulfill 
their proposed qualifications outlined 
in the Communications Department 
vision. The vision states that the de-

For example, in 1990, drug lords killed several presi- 
dential candidates and acted violently to disrupt the 
presidential elections, which were held despite their ef- 
forts. 

Meneses said although violence exists in some large 
cities of Colombia, it is not as common as the media 
portrays. The cartels “are not endangering our govern- 
ment or our economy,” Meneses said. “Our economy and 
our people are not supported by drugs.” 

Meneses said coffee, not drugs, is the most prominent 
export out of Colombia. A Culturgram published by the 
David M. Kennedy Center for International Studies indi- 
cates coffee accounts for 30 percent of all exports from 
Colombia, with fresh cut flowers and bananas also being 
strong exports.. More than 90 per¢ént° of ‘the world’s 
emeralds are mined in Colombia. 

“The Colombian Government and economy are very 
stable,” Meneses said. 

Meneses said she considers herself American, yet also 
Colombian. 

“Tam Americanized, but I am very Colombian. I’ve 
made sure to keep my roots by studying and visiting 
Colombia,” Meneses said. 

“T love my people. I love their warmth, their music and 
their culture. I love the United States, but I don‘t know if 
I'll be here forever,” Meneses said.

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Communications Department reaccredited

Brigham Young University’s Com- 
munications Department was _ re- 
cently awarded reaccreditation by 
the Accrediting Council on Education 
in Journalism and Mass Communica- 
tions. 

This association is a national ac- 
crediting body located at the Univer- 
sity of Kansas, said David P. Forsyth, 
chair of BYU’s communications de- 
partment. AEJMC lists 390 journal- 
ism and communications schools and 
departments, mostly in the United 
States. Of these, 94 are accredited by 
AEJMC. 

Forsyth said BYU conducted an 
extensive self-study of its Communi- 
cations Department before present- 
ing the results to AEJMC. The self- 
study enables AEJMC to have some 
background information on what they 
will be reviewing before accreditation 
or reaccreditation takes place. 

AEJMC visited BYU in November 
1990 for three days after receiving the 
self-study and met with all faculty 
members and the administration, 
Forsyth said. During their stay AE- 
JMC saw three areas that the Com- 
munications Department needed 
work on: 

@ Involve more multi-cultural peo- 
ple within its program (affirmative 
action plan). 

@ Provide access for student intern- 
ships in communications. 

@ Continue to have students ac- 
quire a minimum of 75 percent of their 
courses in classes other than commu- 
nications, with no fewer than 70 per- 
cent of the classes in basic liberal arts 
and general education. 

An internship/job placement de- 
partment was established specifically 
within the Communications Depart- 
ment with Edwin O. Haroldsen, a for- 
mer chair of the department, as the 
head. 

“One of the reasons we feel it is so 
important is that students can get 
professional experience while they 
are taking their classes,” Forsyth 
said. Forsyth said the internship de- 
partment enables students to fulfill 
their proposed qualifications outlined 
in the Communications Department 
vision. The vision states that the de-

EVANSVILLE, Ind. — The Clin- 
ton-Gore bus tour, rolling toward its 
final stop Tuesday, spent five days 
emphasizing youthful vigor, avoiding 
controversy and using homespun 
symbols to sell the Democrats to the 
heartland. 

In a West Virginia steel town and 
in Ohio farm country, the Democrats 
talked about unfair imports. Health 
care was the topic in Columbus, Ohio. 
Job training was stressed from the 
first day to the last, from Camden, 
N.J., to the end. 

What Bill Clinton and Al Gore had 
to say shared the spotlight with 
where they were and how they got 
there. Simply put: the motorcade 
was the message. 

“We’re showing we know Amer- 
ica,” said David Wilhelm, the cam- 
paign manager. 

“Clinton Stands Tall In Corn Coun- 
try,” blared one morning headline. 

When the caravan pulled into a 
southern Indiana wayside to pick up 
Gov. Evan Bayh on Tuesday morn- 
ing, a couple hundred people kept 
them busy for half an hour signing 
posters and posing for pictures. 

In rural Utica, Ohio, thousands 
waited for hours to hear the ticket 
deliver its message. So, too, in McK- 
eesport, Pa. Local television stations 
sent crews in helicopters to show the 
motorcade rolling through their ar- 
eas. 

Once on sight, the candidates mod-

eled clothing designed to fit with 
whatever they were doing. Clinton 
even chewed on a piece of straw as he 
sat on a hay bale talking with farm- 
ers. 

Bypassing, the huge national me- 
dia contingent trailing behind, the 
candidates held town meetings and 
took questions from regular folks. 

At a job training program in 
Louisville, Ky., 16-year-old Deidre 
Hayes asked Clinton to crack down 
on fathers who skip out on their child 
support. 

From the start in New York to the 
end in St. Louis, there were no an- 
nouncements, no news conferences 
and few interviews. As President 
Bush and the Republicans began to 
heat up their attack, Clinton would 
respond briefly for the TV cameras 
after his morning jog. 

On Tuesday morning, Clinton 
slapped back at Bush for criticizing 
the Democratic ticket’s economic 
plan as “smoke and mirrors,” but con- 
tinued to emphasize his agenda. 

“Well, he’s an expert on that sub- 
ject,” Clinton said. 

Later, at a second Indiana rest 
stop, he warned supporters that 
“they’re going to call us every name 
in the book and tell you you ought to 
be scared of voting for us. I'll tell you 
what, you ought to be scared of stay- 
ing in the same old rut for four more 
years.” 

All of Clinton’s and _ Gore’s 
speeches were peppered with criti- 
cisms of the Republican administra-

tion, and appeals for Ross Perot’s 
abandoned followers. “The challenge 
now is to talk about the plan,” Clin- 
ton’s version of his vision for Amer- 
ica, said Mark Gearan, a senior cam- 
paign adviser, “I think the news is 
that he’s out talking to hard working 
families about his plan ... and people 
are responding beyond our wildest 
expectations.”

Library set to expand if trustees give approval

Nearly a decade after the research 
began, the final approval for an un- 
derground expansion of the Harold B. 
Lee Library lies in the hands of 
BYU’s Board of Trustees, said A. 
Dean Larsen, assistant university li- 
brarian. 

A final draft for a 300,000-square- 
foot underground extension of the li- 
brary was completed last April and is 
waiting to be approved by the board 
before architectural drawings can be 
made and further planning can be 
done. ; 

“We talked about a lot of possibili- 
ties,” Larsen said about the possible 
sites available. “It seemed the best 
site is an underground site under- 
neath the quad heading north.” 

The'Ad Hoe Library Building Com- 
mittee recommends in its proposal a 
two or three level underground ex- 
tension that is “as large as possible.” 
Light wells or skylights are recom- 
mended as a means of natural light- 
ing. 

“J don’t think construction could 
possibly start before 1994,” Larsen

brary instruction, Family History, 
the music and history stacks, special 
collections and manuscripts, and the 
University Archives and Records 
Management Department located in 
the basement of the Smith Family 
Living Center. All periodicals will be 


centralized in a 65,000 square foot 
area. 

Many extension possibilities have 
been discussed since the mid-80s. 
The proposal pending approval says 
the Harold R. Clark building (the 
Kennedy Center) is the “preferred 
site for a conventional addition to the 
library” but is “not available at this 
time.” The Kennedy Center could, 
however, “be a site for future addi- 
tion,” according to the proposal. 

Last February, hired consultants 
made the underground extension rec- 
ommendation which sparked a visit to 
the universities of Illinois, Michigan 
and Tulsa last July to evaluate their 
underground library facilities.

If approval from the Board of 
Trustees is obtained, and pending 
further approval from the administra- 
tion, “detailed architectural plans will 
be prepared,” Larsen said.

Andrews’ clemency plea denied; execution looms

SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah 
Board of Pardons on Tuesday unani- 
mously rejected death row inmate 
William Andrews’ petition for a sec- 
ond clemency hearing, taking him to 
the brink of execution. 

The five-member board said An- 
drews’ attorneys failed to raise “new 
and substantial issues” not consid- 
ered in a hearing two years ago in 
which board members voted 2-1 in 
favor of execution. 

The action comes nine days before 
Andrews’ scheduled death by injec- 
tion for the torture-slayings of three 
people during a holdup at an Ogden 
stereo shop in 1974. 


The action was met with a flurry of 
last-ditch legal maneuvers by the de- 
fense team, which has been rejected 
time and again in appeals over nearly 
18 years. 

Utah Supreme Court is currently 
considering a petition for a rehearing 
after last week rejecting 4-1 an appeal 
that would have allowed Andrews to 
benefit from a new law providing for a 
sentence of life without parole in capi- 
tal cases. 

Defense lawyers contend the 
court’s decision contained factual er- 
rors about the case that should be 
clarified. 

Defense attorney Bob Anderson 
said he had talked to Andrews on 
Monday night, and both had hoped for 
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a favorable decision “because we 
raised substantial new matters we 
hoped they would pursue.” 

The petition had asked the board to 
review Andrews’ case in light of the 
life-without-parole statute and in 
comparison with several other mur- 
ders in which the defendants had re- 
ceived lesser sentences. 

In addition, the lawyers raised sev- 
eral issues considered and rejected in 
previous appeals, including allega- 
tions of ineffective counsel and racial 
prejudice. Andrews, who is black, 
was tried by an all-white jury. 


Special prosecutor Bob Wallace 
said in a written statement the 
board’s decision was “entirely appro- 
priate.” 

“The petitioner had a full two-day 


hearing in 1989, after which the board | 


determined the punishment did fit the 
crime,” Wallace said. 

“There is no need for an unprece- 
dented second hearing on the same 
fully explored issue,” Anderson said. 

Andrews, 37, of Jonesboro, La., 
scheduled to die by lethal injection 
July 80, is one of the nation’s longest- 
standing death row inmates.
